They have 
played three games and won them 511, 
but the best of it is that they defeated 
Stavely and are a tie with this team for 
the league championship. Hooray ! 

When Stavely failed to make their 
date at Vulcan on Tuesday, a hurry-up 
call was made to Champion, and good 
sports that they are, they came right 
along and brought a good team. Of 
course the fans could not take out of the 
game as much as they could in a contest 
with Stavely, but there were innings of 
real ball sufficient for good entertain¬ 
ment. Ed. Kehr was the pitcher for 
Vulcan and turned in a very creditable 
performance. The score was eight to 
nine and the winning run was made by 
Vulcan in the last inning. 

But great was the victory the next day. 
The game between Stavely and Vulcan, 
I which was to have been played here, was 
I made a feature of the Claresholm exhi¬ 
bition, and there, before that vast crowd 
and on neutral grounds, Vulcan demon¬ 
strated that they can beat Stavely. The 
importance of the result, which put the 
teams on t)ie level for the league leader¬ 
ship, added to the high pitch interest in 
the contest, and the anxiety of the men 
on both teams was apparent here and 
there. It was a strenuous game, every 
minute of it, and as a spotting event and 
a feature for a fair it was one hundred 
per cent.

Chief Justice Soott of Alberta was 
taken ill on Friday the 25th ijist. and 
died twenty-four hours later. He was 
one of the oldest judges in the domini¬ 
on and was on" the bench for over 30 
years. 

At Agassiz, British Columbia, a 
purebred yearling heifer from the 
! herd of the Experimental Farm has 
been sold to the Jajrtmese Government 
Dairy Farm, Japan, for more than 
two thousand dollars. 

The Alberta Government is consid¬ 
ering further development oper¬ 
ations on the salt wells near McMur- 
ray. The first well produced an abun¬ 
dant supply of salt but it is planned 
to sink the next well at a point that 
will make the commercial transpor¬ 
tation easier. 

Canada’s trade with the United Sta¬ 
tes js increasing. During the twelve 
months ended May, Canadian exports 
to the United States were $428,094,421 
an increase of forty million over the 
previous year; imports from the Uni¬ 
ted States were $583,764,800, an in¬ 
crease of nearly fourteen millions over 
the previous year. 

A committee report that the Home 
Bank depositors have a moral claim 
against the government, passed the 
Commons in two minutes ,not one man 
voicing protest, although most of the 
members are opposed to it. Perhaps 
they have cofidence that it is safe to 
let it pass. The Senate can bear the 
responsibility of aborting it. 

The Gerjnan government has agreed 
to an investigation of its military 
forces by the allies as a means of de¬ 
termining whether the republic is liv¬ 
ing up. to the terms of the treaty of 
Versailles, which strictly limited the 
extent to which the Germans might 
arm themselves. The Germans declare 
that they hav<? no concealed military 
forces or equipment, a point on which 
the British government is suspicious 
and the French are openly skeptical. 

Visitors to Alberta during the past 
week included a party of Scotch news¬ 
paper men who are touring Western 
Canada under the auspices of the Ca¬ 
nadian National Railways. The par¬ 
ty included Col. Watt of the Aberdeen 
Free Press; Wm. Adair, agricultural 
editor of the Glasgow Herald; G. G. 
Glass of the People’s Journal, Dum¬ 
fries; J. Refd of the Dumfries and Gal¬ 
loway Standard, and R. F. Topping, 
.editor of the Weekly Scotsman, Edin¬ 
burgh. Another visitor to the pro¬ 
vince was Prof. Begge of the Stock¬ 
holm University in Sweden. Prof. 
Begge is studying agricultural and in¬ 
dustrial conditions in the west, with 
a view to giving advice to Swedish au¬ 
thorities, regarding settlement in Ca¬ 
nada.

will be present at the meeting, and it 
‘ *6 expected that interested stock' 
growers and farmers from all parts of 
the province will be there. This move 
has been under consideration for 
.some time and much of the details ne¬ 
cessary to the effective operation have 
already, been worked out and will be 
presented at this meeting for discus¬ 
sion and consideration. Hie possible 
bettering results in the disposal of 
live stock is evident to those who have 
carefully considered the proposition, 
and by the formation of such a pool 
it is expected that many of the evils 
now enoountered oan be done away 
with and that a better price and more 
.satisfactory dealings can be derivedl 
by the formation of such an organiza¬ 
tion. Much interest is expressed in 
this unctertaking and it is expected 
that a large gathering will be present 
at this meeting to complete the under¬ 
taking. 


PAYING AS YOU GO 


It has -been said that many farmers 
in western Canada can’t afford to go 
bankrupt. This is another way of say¬ 
ing that the conditions of thi Bank¬ 
ruptcy Act are such that they cannot 
pay- the legal expenses of going 
through the necessary motions. It has 
■ been suggested that flie act be chang¬ 
ed to make it easier to go bankrupt. 
But this is not the whole story. When 
the matter on ure up in the House of 
-Coinmens the other day Mr Lapointe 
took the contrary stand that ftie act 
was lenient. He declared that the cre¬ 
dit of the farmers had been undermin¬ 
ed and that if the way was made still 
easier for them to go, bankrupt their 
.credit standing would be destroyed al¬ 
together and they would be unable to 
.borrow from the banks or buy on 
terms. All of which goes to show that 
credit is.a two edged sort of weapon 
. and that the man who dodges his debts 
Regally o* otherwise, will not find it 
easy to borrow again. It is better to 
pay- as you go if you want to go very 
far.

STALKING A KITTEN 


We saw a kitten a few days ago; 
the kitten was amusing itself with a 
tennis ball. A short distance away the 
old cat showed signs of excitement. 
Pretty soon the reason of this excite¬ 
ment appeared. A small collie dog 
emerged from some bushes. The three 
formed a triangle. The dog would 
take a glance at the cat and approach 
a step or so nearer the kitten. The 
cat moved every time the dog moved. 
The kitten seemed entirely unafraid of 
the dog. The little girl who owned the 
kitten explained this when she said 
later on: “You know we have a pup 
and Pussy plays with it, so she was 
not-afraid.” But the cat was not con¬ 
vinced one way or the other of the 
dog’s good or bad intentions. Perhaps 
he was going to play but then he 
might be going to bite. All the while 
the triangle was getting smaller. Fi¬ 
nally the kitten decided to get the dog 
into a tennis game. She pushed the 
ball roll past him, barked, crouched 
for a sprinj, and to his awful aston- 


found the old cat on his back scratch¬ 
ing and tearing. The situation was 
entirely too unpleasant for Mr. Pedi¬ 
greed Collie. Howling madly he 
wheeled and rushed away. As he en¬ 
tered the bush whence he had come the 
cat slipped off, returned slowly, purred 
a bit to her kitten and took up watch 
once more. What a wonderful lesson 
the very animal# give many of our 
called humans! From the police, 
from the newspapers, from sad cases 
that never reach officer os news ga¬ 
therer, we know that many hounds are 
going around stalking the defenceless 
young. But also only too often par¬ 
ents and guardians are not on hand to 
chastise those vile marauders. If the 
very animals guard their young ao 
jealously, what are we to think of pa¬ 
rents who do not seem to «are where 
their children are or what dangers 
threaten them. 


THE WEAK LINK IN INDUSTRY 

No one may be able to say in ad¬ 
vance wh^f Is the most important link 
in a chain, but if one Nnk were weaker 
than the rest no one would be in doubt 
which link most needed strengthening. 
The weak fink is not in itself aripfenore 
important than any other, but to 
strengthen it is much more important 
than to strengthen any other. If some 
one improves that link, his work is 
more useful or productive than that 
of anyone who improves or strength¬ 
ens one of the stronger links. AH the 
productive work of the world is like 
that. It consists in strengthening 
weak links—of mending things that 
need mending. Which is the more im» 
portant element in production, labor 
or capital? No one can say. There 
are some situations, however, where 
it is teore important to get additional 
laborers than to get additional capital 
There are other situations In which 
the opposite is true. If a farmer lack¬ 
ed teams, tools or other equipment for 
hjs own labor and two men came along 
and offered to help him, one by furn¬ 
ishing enough equipment to make the 
farmer’s own labor productive; and the 
other by giving the work of his hands, 
the farmer would naturally accept the 
offer of equipment rather than the of¬ 
fer of labor. He would know what to 
do with the team and the tools, for 
he could use them himself. He would 
not know what to do with the labor of 
an extra man, since he had not enough 
equipment even for his own labor. If 
ai] the farmers in the neighborhood 
werd in the same situation,—that is, 
having not enough capital to equip 
their own labor,—the market for farm 
labor in that community would be 
poor, but the market for capital would 
be good; If, on the other hand, the 
farmer had more teams and tools and 
other equipment than he could use 
himself, and if the same two men came 
along and made the same offers, he 
would then accept, not the offer of ad¬ 
ditional teams, tools and equipment, 
but the offer of the additional laborer. 
He would be willing to hire more la¬ 
bor but not willing to buy or hire any 
more equipment. If all the other 
farmers were in the same situation, 
every one of them would want some 
extra help, but no one of them would 
want any extra capital. The market 
for labor would then be good; the 
market for capital, poor. These con¬ 
trasted conditions really exist in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the world In many 
old countries especially, where capi¬ 
talism is still in a primitive state, 
there is not enough capital properly to 
equip all the laborers. Such a coun¬ 
try needs more capital and needs it 
intensely, but it does not need more 
labor. So long as that condition pre¬ 
vails labor will be poorly paid and ca¬ 
pital will command high rates of in-i 
terest. In this country, on the other 
hand, we have so much capital that we 
can equip all our laborers adequately. 
In fact, under a restricted immigra¬ 
tion, it is somewhat difficult to find la¬ 
borers enough to use all our equip¬ 
ment. Many industries need more la¬ 
borers and need them keenly. So long 
as that oonchtion prevails labor will be 
increasingly well paid aq^ will con¬ 
tinue to ba better off than labor in 
lands that have not encouraged the ac¬ 
cumulation of capital.

BRITISH IDEA 

That Canada is Leaning to Hie United 
States 

(Financial Post) 

The great exhibition has filled old 
London with visitors from overseas, 
and a great proportion of these are 
from Canada and the United States 
From London there is a steady over¬ 
flow to Paris, for few overseas visitors 
pass up the opportunity of visiting 
France. The result is that accommo¬ 
dation in the tw» capitals is at a pre¬ 
mium. Canadian visitors are enrap¬ 
tured over the splendid exhibit staged 
by Canada at Wembley, but it is sig¬ 
nificant that many of the victors from 
the Dominion comment on the lack of 
news from Canada in the English 
newspapers. Australia seems to be 
steadily in the Limelight, and every 
London paper seems to go strong-to 
Australian news, ignoring Canadian 
affairs with a persistence that almost 
seems like contempt. It is puzzling 
a great many people who have hither¬ 
to thought of Canada as the eldest sis¬ 
ter of the family, to find that the gos¬ 
sip in Mother’s house takes but little 
notice of her. Enquiry seems to bring 
out a strange reason. There appears 
to be a growing suspicion against Ca¬ 
nada’s friendliness towards her next 
door neighbor, the United States. 
Many people in the motherland seem 
to think that the senior dominion is 
becoming more American than British 
that the link that binds Canada to the 
motherland is not as strong as the 
cord that pulls her towards the States. 
Thfc result its distrust that Canadians 
are at firs^ unable to account for, and 
while there is no lack of cordiality 
towards the Canadian visitors, there is 
h different feeling towards Australia. 
The fact also that Australian corres¬ 
pondents seem to be more on the qui 
vive with respect to cables to British 
newspapers, makes the distinction 
more noticeable. Australian visitors 
also comment on Canada’s relation¬ 
ship to the United States arid some 
openly state that the cause of Imperial 
preference so far as Australia and Ca¬ 
nada is concerned, is suffering severe¬ 
ly because of the presence of Ameri¬ 
can money and American personnel in 
Canadian industrial and commercial 
enterprises. This predilection for Aus¬ 
tralia is growing in Great Britain and 
is having its effect not only on immi¬ 
gration but with respect to commer¬ 
cial and industrial relations also. The 
fact that Australia has no entangling 
alliances, no matter how nebulous 
those alliances may be, is a consider¬ 
able factor in determining the degrees 
of goodwill held in, Great Britain to¬ 
wards the two senior dominions. Aus¬ 
tralia is whole heartedly British. Ca¬ 
nada is said to share her; affections be¬ 
tween Britain and the United States. 
The public utterances of public men in 
Canada with reference to trade relati¬ 
ons with the United States are taken 
very seriously here, and unless Cana¬ 
dian statesmen and the Canadian press 
adopt a new attitude, the business be¬ 
nediction of the mother country will 
fall more and more on Australia, and 
the old lady’s sons will travel the ad¬ 
ded leagues of distance to Australia 
rather than go to Canada. All of 
which is being noted by thinking men 
and women from Canada who are now 
visiting Britain, and whose sympathies 
are entirely British. 

' PRICES REDUCED 

Crow’s Nest Pass Rates Reestablish¬ 
ment Causes Decline in Prairie 

Reestablishment of Crow’s Nest 
Pass freight rates agreement took 
place over two weeks ago and as a 
result commodity prices on a number 
of lines in the West are reported re¬ 
duced. The new rates apply to ship¬ 
ments from Eastern Canada to points 
west of Fort William. The change in 
prices is particularly noticeable on 
Winnipeg market prices on hardware. 
There is a reduction of fifty cents a 
box on Canada plate; fifty cents per 
cwt. on galvanized and black steel 
sheets, horse shoes are reduced twen¬ 
ty-five cents per cwt and a cut has 
also taken place in wrought and gal¬ 
vanized iron pipe. These are some of 
the heavy lines of hardware chiefly af¬ 
fected under the revision. It is stated 
that the new rates will not affect 
many lines this season as practically 
all shipments to the west are on their 
way or have been delivered. Reduced 
carrying charges will be taken into ac¬ 
count in establishing next season’s 
prices. It is also being pointed out 
that the opening of the Panama Canal 
route has made this route cheaper for 
shipping to B.C. ports even after the 
cut in rail rates. The cut in rates is 
said to amount to 33 per cent in 
some cases and even larger in others 
while in other cases the new rates 
are cheaper than water rates. Western 
merchants are passing the benefit of 
the cut along to the consumer. Farm¬ 
ers lyill benefit materially. It is 
pointed out by A. E. Dykes, vice-pre¬ 
sident of the J. H. Ashdown Co., Win¬ 
nipeg, that on one commodity, nails, 
the selling price is cut 15 cents per 
keg despite the fact that manufactur¬ 
ers recently increased the price 10 
cents.

The Dominion’s Proud Story at 
Wembley 

“This time Canada has beaten eve¬ 
rybody. I My anyone to visit the Ca. 
nadian building without wanting to 
rush off to Canada by the next bo^”. 
So wrote the great publicist, Lovat 
Fraaer, after his visit to the Canadian 
Pavilion at the Empire exhibition at 
Wembley, As a matter of fact, bis 
dictum has been endorsed by everyorie, 
and Canada’s contribution is recognis¬ 
ed not only as the greatest effort at 
Wembley by tfny one country, but as 
the most striking object lesson in em¬ 
pire of the whole exhibition. The rea¬ 
son is not far to seek. In magnificence 
of structure, in tone, in atmosphere, in 
utility and art, the Canadian Pavilion 
at once presents the Dominion as a 
living entity of industrial activity and 
as an unexplored field of vast potenti¬ 
alities and untouched reserves. The 
glory of \vork is veiled in the glamour 
of romance. Proudly and distinctively 
Canadian, the dominion exhibit 
breathes the spirit of Empire, told in 
moving panorama of her marvelous 
resources, in the rich display of all the 
gifts of nature, of fruit and food, of 
gold and silver, of iron, copper and 
timber, and in the telling exposition 
of her industrial energy and manu¬ 
factures. . , 

The Canadian pavilion is an impos¬ 
ing building in the Nes-Erec $yle in 
a dominant position. Flaqked on the 
west by the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways and on the east by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the pavilion at onde 
commands attention, covering as it 
does with the two smaller pavilions 
6% acres. At the opening of the exhi¬ 
bition, Canada was the only country 
ready and waiting, and this fact re¬ 
dounds all the more bo the credit of 
Mr. A. W. Tolmie, the Canadian Ex¬ 
hibition Commissioner and Mr. J.O. 
Turcotte, Canada’s designer, from the 
fact that during the building the wea¬ 
ther was most severe, and on top of 
that there were 46 strikes. One par¬ 
ticular point with regard to the pa¬ 
vilion is that everything entering into 
the construction of the exhibit, except 
glass and cement, was grown or made 
in Canada—timber, nails, bolts, lino¬ 
leum, paint, paint brushes, hardware, 
electric lamps and fittings, cold stor¬ 
age maohinery, furniture, carpets, etc. 
In short the whole pavilion is Canadi¬ 
an effort, for there were no sub-con¬ 
tractors, and all the work of the in¬ 
stallation of exhibits was done by the 
Canadian commission. Thus it is that 
the erection and arrangement of the 
Canadian pbvilion is not merely an ex¬ 
hibition of Canadian resources and 
products, but of Canadian Resourceful¬ 
ness and efficiency. 

While the exhibition covers every 
phase of Canadian activities, it may 
be said to be divided into two sections 
—the scenic and the industrial. The 
i main corridor which presents a mar¬ 
velous picture^ itself is the home of 
the scenic exhibits. Its vast size, its 
beautiful decoration, and artistic con¬ 
ception make the main corricfcr one 
of the wofiders of Wembley. All the 
embroidery on the mural festoons, on 
the coats of arms and panellings, on 
all the landscapes of cornfields and 
homesteads and forest inset in the 
walls, every particle of colour and ma¬ 
terial is composed entirely of Canadi¬ 
an seeds and grains of many colours, 
while below on a level with the eye 
are magnificent panorama depicting 
everyday activities of Canadian life. 

The western prairies panoramas,.in 
themselves works of art, have from 
the beginning attracted so much at¬ 
tention that at times movement in the 
main corridor has been attended with 
difficulty. The first panorama on thei 
left deals with the western prairies 
and while presenting a most beautiful 
picture, tells the story at a glance of 
how Canadian grain is transported. 
Everyone knows, that Canadian rail¬ 
roads have the best facilities in the 
world for handling grain, but the 
point is brought forcibly home how it 
is exactly done. The panorama shows 
the far stretching western prairie belt, 
900 miles long and 300 miles wide, 
with Port Arthur and Fort William in 
the distance. Model railways, working 
tp scale, demonstrate how the gradual 
encroachment of the farmer on the 
prairies is kept pace with in the col¬ 
lection and delivery of grain. The 
whole life of the farming pioneer is 
visualized in a nutshell, and thfe rail¬ 
ways are seen loading up at the ele¬ 
vators, of which there are many, both 
public and private. The British public 
is also informed that all grain is grad¬ 
ed, so that the farmer can take cash 
at once or store his grain in view of 
higher prices. 

Another stirring panorama is that 
of the Canadian National parks. This 
is a realistic picture in the , Rocky 
Mountains district with rushing rivers 
and falling cascades, set in a back¬ 
ground of exquisite colour and primi¬ 
tive grandeur. This panorama to 
thousands (Jl people in England was 
the first intimation that Canada was 
not only a possible place for a holi¬ 
day, but is the finest possible place of 
all at a cost within the reach of a man 
of moderate means. As a result, the 
enquiries for information as regards 
Canada as a tourist and holiday coun¬ 
try have been very satisfactory. The 
picture has also conveyed a vivid Idea 
of the foresight of the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment in safeguarding the rights of 
the people, because in England almost 
every beautiful spot has been swal¬ 
lowed up by privatriproperty years

WEEKLY CROP REPORT 

Eighth Fortnightly Report Issued by 

Department of Agriculture on 
Saturday, July 26, 1924 

It is now established as a practical 
certainty that Alberta’s grain crop 
Will be below average, taking the pro¬ 
vince as a whole. SummerfalloW lands 
will yield from a half to a two-thirds 
crop in most districts, with a few lo¬ 
calities promising very' good yields. 
So far as the remainder of the crop 
area is concerned, the yield will be less 
than fifty per cent crop, and in cer¬ 
tain districts in the south eastern part 
of the province there will be a very 
light yield. The roost favorable re¬ 
ports now received are from the more 
central and northern districts of the 
province, and these reports are dis¬ 
tinctly optimistic as compared with 
those received a fortnight ago. Very 
late rains have consideraly improved 
the situation, and the grain crops have 
bdhefitted to a certain extent, while 
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the feed situation has been greatly im¬ 
proved. The situation with a radius 
of 50 to 100 miles of Edmonton and 
eastward along the Canadian National 
lines is fairly satisfactory, and some 
very good grain crops will be harvest¬ 
ed in this territory, particularly from 
the summerfallow. Pasturage has im¬ 
proved and the prospects for good feed 
crops are much brighter. The rains 
have come too late, however, to save 
the hay crop, which is very light. In 
the south-western district, where the 
grain crops gave promise of heavy 
yields £ few weeks ago, there has 
been a period of hot, dry weather, un¬ 
broken to uny appreciable extent by 
rain, with the result that the yield 
will be considerably reduced. The 
rrops on the Irrigated areas are doing 
well. In the south-eastern district 
there will be very little grain crop 
harvested. In the east central dist¬ 
ricts there has been no precipitation 
to speak of for some considerable 
time, and the grain yield will be light. 
Late rains have improved the feed si¬ 
tuation in the Peace River and Grande 
Prairie districts and have brought 
along later sewn grain fairly well. 
Wheat, oats and barley over practical¬ 
ly all the province are heading out. 
Harvesting is expected to commence 
about August 20 in southern districts 
and a week or two later in central and 
northern districts,
